NOT THE OPTIMUM ANSWER 


The younsg activists in our community have asserted their 
indignation over the Federally funded programs designed to 
train janitors. The activists direct their wrath at the business 
and professional men of the community,“Asian Toms who 
sell their own people for a few Federal fund crumbs.”They 
See these programs as condoning the stereotype of the yel- 
low man in a subordinate role in American life. 


These are tough words, but these are tough times. 


We go along with the young folks that training janitors 1s 
not the optimum answer to the Problem of unemployment. 
But we do not find the program degrading. 


Were it not for these training programs many of these 
people would be unemployed. Basically they are untrained， 
jacking basic skills to compete in the labor market. At least， 
in the capacity as janitors they are gainfully employed in 
honest labor and earned a decent wage. And the pay of a 
janitor is not to be disdained. It is far superior to that of a 
white collar worker, say an insurance clerk or one who 
works at a bank. 

We look at these janitor training programs as a stop-gap 
band aid . How many persons can they accommodate? 
Needed ls a long-range program. 


Aman has ambitions and hopes. And as long as he is ca- 
pable, it js ftting that he should strive for something bet:- 
ter. It ls in this area that the business and professlonal men 
in the communlity can play a blg role. They can give time 
and counsel. They can give a strong hand to the newcom- 
ers, the Immigrants， 


We speak now of accountants, ]journeyman tradesmen， 
dentists, medics，chemists and others who are skilled in their 


line of professions but lack the command of English. In what 


ways can they be helped whijle they adapt themselves in a

Wenote that the Chinese-American Institute of Engin- 
eers are doing a fine job of teaching English to Chinese en- 
ganeers who are newcomers to thls country. These classes 
are geared to teach the idioms required in the field of en- 

. 外 neering. The classes are taught in the evening hours so 
that head of famailies can work and still study. 


This is but one example of how we can help others in 
our community. Those who“have it made”can share with 
those on the lower rung of the economic ljadder.

Martin Wong，vice Presldent of 
News JInformation for the Asian 
Informational Research Academy， 
adlivision of theBay Area Students 
for Chinese Assistance，Inc.，has 
released the results of a Survey 
conducted among 730 Galileo 
Summer High School students on 
the issue of school holidays with 
particular .interest on the up- 
coming Chinese New Year. 

Wong said the academy felt that 
up until now idividuals in SUPPort 
of Chinese New Year's being made 
alschool holiday has had no con- 
crete statistics in Support of their 
request. 

Of the Chinese _ students sur- 
veyed，70 percent favored giving 
students tme offt from school to 
commemorate their own ethnic 
occaslons. In addition，75 Percent 
of the students felt that memorials 
Such as Martin Luther King Day 
should also be observed by the 
school system. 


Of all the students surveyed, 29 
percent felt that there wasno "fair 
and _ effective way to determine 
which occasions should be made 
school holidays”. The greater ma- 
jority of the surveyed _ students 
offered a “no opinion” on this 
question. 

The preliminary results of the 
SUrVey were released to the San 
Francisco Board of 了 ducation in 3 
written statement supporting the 
initiation of Chinese New Year as a 
new school holiday by Galileo stu- 
dent body president Jerr Quan last 
November.

in big slump 


TAIPEI-The movie industry in 
free China，under the shadow of 
television, suffered a serious slumPp 
last year，according to 工 aiwan 
Movie Producers Assoclation . 

Only 145 :pictures were released 
in 1970, compared with 280in the 
Previous year, the assoclation Sald. 

Ting Po-hsien，Ppresident of Tai- 
wan Movie Producers Association， 
anticipated a further drop in Pro- 
duction this year，chiefly due to 
the gowing influence of television . 

At present，movie producers in 
Taiwan and Hongkong are waging 
an undeclared war against tele- 
vision. They have worked out 3a 
Plan to ban leading movie stars 
from appearing on television in an 
effort to save the industry. 

Taiwan has 163 independent 
movie producers，not including 
those operated by the government 
such as Central Motion Picture 
Corporation and Taiwan Flilm Stu- 
dio. Public movie producers made 
only 10 films, all in color, in 1970. 

Despite the drop in production 
last year, Taiwan is still one of the 
world's top movie-producing areas.

The immediate crisis was met by 
the school district with short-term 
solutions and by creating a minimal 
SupervVisorial position with insuffi- 
cient staffing，little money and no 
real power to handle the ESL/ 
Bilingual problem . 

Using the shotgun appProach, the 
School district later made various 
attempts to injectmore money and 
Personnel into the Chinese Bilin- 
gual 了 ducation Program during 
these years, with theresult that the 
Education 了 Equality/Quality Re- 
Port number 2 issued in February 
1969 indicated the whole mess as 
“woefully inadequate” since 让 
lacked an adequate teacher training 
program，language Specialists on 3 
resource level and a cohesive curTic- 
ulum with satisfactory Pertinent 
Imaterial. 

Although there arenow two pilot 
Programs (Title VII Bilingual and 
the :Chinese 了 ducation Center) 
whickfF will hopefully develoP new 
concepts and material in teaching 
English as a second language, they 
need to involve the secondary 
schools and to be expanded，even 
at the elementary level.

he ferocious Genghis Khan of the Mongolian tribe，, 
了 a nomadic people from beyond the desert across 
the morthern frontier，defeated the Tartars and 
Swept into South China，where the Southern Sung 
dynasty still ruled at the beginning of the 13th century. 
His successor, Kublai 和 han，who gave his name to one 
of Coleridge's masterpieces，entered the Sung capital 

and established the Yuan dynasty in 1280. 


As a result of Mongolian domination，Chinese 
Poetry underwent another change. Dramatic verse and 
operatic Song came into existence. 


The Chu or dramatic verse js derived from Tzu 
or poetry for Singing which attained its peak under the 
Sung.， The birth of this new form of poetry can be 
attributed to these factors: 


1 The decline of ITzu.， ITzu was derived from 
folk songs and was transmitted orally through the lips 
,of songstrcsses and courtesans. Subsequently men of 
letters wrote poetry in the manner of Tzu and their 
Over-claboratc style undermined its popularity， Tzu 
became jlifeless and unintelligible to the common peo- 


ple， However, the courtesans and songstresses had to . 


continue Singing popular Songs in order to make a liv- 
ing and give vent to their emotions， Old tunes as well 
as new folk songs became sources of ee and 
gave birth to the _ Chu，dramatic verse， 


2. The influence of foreign music. Apart from 
the evyolution of Chinese Poetry，foreign music also in- 
fituenced Chu. These alien tunes entered China with the 
Tartars and Mongolians who also brought new musical 
instruments. 


As Chu was created to replace the increasingly 
obscure Tzu，the language of Chu writers Was more 
lively and simple. Be it descriptive or lyrical， Chu jls 
unaffected，characterlzed by truthfulness of sentiment， 
jiberty of expression and naturalness of speech. 


According to structure，Ch'u can be divided into 
three categories: Small tune，Ppolytune and suite. 


A small tune 1s a Very Short Song with a Simple - 
melody.， This js a Small tune by an anonymous Yuan 
Writer:
